REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To THE CittzENS OF ROCHESTER : 


The Board of Education present the following statement. 
in regard to the schools under their supervision: 

The schools of the town have never been under better 
discipline nor supplied with better teachers than during 
‘the past year. Many of the causes which lessen the use- 
fulness of schools, existing under the old system—or lack 
of system—have been removed. The success of the 
school depends largely upon the teacher. In too many 
eases, the only qualification considered by the prudential 
committee was relationship or friendship; sometimes 
cheapness; rarely, adaptation to the position. 

Since the oversight of the schools and the election of 
teachers have come under the control of one committee but 
few incompetent or inexperienced teachers have been 
employed. | 

The tried and efficient teachers of the previous year 
were engaged for the village schools, and such changes as 
have occurred arose from resignations. We consider, 
however, that these vacancies have been successfully filled. 


The frequent change of teachers has been a great 
obstacle to the prosperity of country schools. The terms 
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have been short, and the teacher has had scarcely time 
enough to learn the real standing of the pupils before the 
close of school, and the next term the same process is gone 
through by another. A number of changes was made 
during the year. Some excellent teachers resigned; in a 
few cases a change seemed desirable to the Board, but for 
the most part the schools have had the benefit of superior 
teachers, employed throughout the year. 

It would seem that the advantages of the greater number 
of weeks of school would be appreciated by every one, but 
a panic has seized our friends of the rural districts lest 
their children suffer from a plethora of learning and—them- 
selves from an increase of tax. There is an old saying 
that ‘Knowledge is power”; and it is true, other things 
being equal, that the knowledge obtained under the ineffec- 
tive training of the country district school system does not 
prepare the pupils for the duties of mature life like the 
continuous, accurate drill of the intelligent teaching 
required under boards of public instruction. 

That the progress made in the ungraded schools was not 
in all cases what was desired arose, in part, from causes 
not easily removed; the lack of thoroughness in the past, 
the great and unavoidable number of classes, the scanty 
supply of blackboards, and almost total absence of such 
simple school-room furnishings as maps, charts, dic- 
tionaries, &c. 

In regard to the school-houses throughout the town, what 
words shall fitly describe some of them? Poorly built at 
first, now of venerable age and in various stages of dilapi- 
dation, the blasts of winter find ready entrance, and broken, 
worn-out stoves cannot warm the room, and profitable 
study is not possible for partially frozen pupils. In the 
village are still the inadequate, ill-ventilated rooms com- 
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plained of by our predecessors, and we leave them, a fruit- 
ful source of perplexity and annoyance, to those who shall 
succeed. 

The first term of the year, the primary schools were 
crowded to such an extent as to seriously embarrass the 
school work. There were at least sixty scholars for whom 
there were no seats. This was remedied the second and 
third terms by taking a portion of the Hook and Ladder 
House for a Primary department. 

The swarming Grammar School should be divided, but 
there is no suitable room for such a purpose. Of the large 
number of pupils who enter our schools, but a small number 
avail themselves of the advantages of a more extended 
course of study than the Grammar School affords. In view 
of this, it does seem important that proper accommoda- 
tions and appropriate means to reach the highest attain- 
ments possible should be provided them. 


There is, no doubt, in Rochester village a large number 
of children who should attend school, but for whom there 
are no school-rooms; a grave evil, when we consider from 
what class come the paupers and criminals, for whose sup- 
port the community is taxed and from whose crimes the 
community suffers. There is also a moral aspect of the 
case well worthy of consideration. We are “our brother’s 
keeper,” try as we will to evade it. The ignorant, helpless 
children have a just claim on the older and wiser portion 
of society, and if, through indifference or penuriousness, 
they are not able to acquire the necessary knowledge to 
become useful and intelligent citizens, whose is the blame 
and who should rightfully share the consequences? 

The High School has filled up to such a degree that new 
seats were needful, and a second assistant was procured. 
We believe progress has been made in this school. 
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The large school at Gonic has much need of better 
accommodations. Ungraded pupils in sufficient number 
for two schools are found in one room, and teachers labor 
there under conditions extremely unfavorable to success. 


The schools at East Rochester have done well during 
the year and have given universal satisfaction, we believe. 


Some of the country schools were discontinued a portion 
-of the year, the number of scholars being small, and pro- 
vision was made, where practicable and necessary, to con- 
vey such scholars to some other school. In afew cases 
‘schools were closed a short time on account of sickness. 


At the close of the summer term a large class graduated 
from the Grammar School and received suitable diplomas. 
This, and the introduction of a new series of arithmetics 
through the town, are two important features in the work 
of the year. The judgment of some of the best teachers 
coinciding with that of the Board has led also to the use of 
a different series of writing books. | 


Early in the year, attention was called to a certain class 
-of pupils who had proved incorrigible in respect to truancy 
under the efforts of teachers. This led to the employment 
-of a truant officer. Owing,as above mentioned, to the lack 
of sufficient school-room for the scholars enrolled, the 
‘efforts of the truant officer were confined to those who 
were already members of the schools. 


The Board has endeavored to expend the money voted 
for repairs as judiciously as possible. Improvements haye 
been made in the heating of rooms, blackboards renovated 
and new ones obtained, school-room furniture bought, some 
changes made in lighting and ventilation, &c. In the 
‘opinion of the-Committee some school-houses were better 
rebuilt than repaired. 
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Considerable interest has been shown by parents and 
‘citizens in visiting schools on the last day of the term, but 
it is much to be regretted that more visits are not made at 
other times, in order to see the daily work of the schools. 
‘This is the true test by which to judge of the value of the 
work done, whether it be substantial or otherwise, and the 
‘best means to learn how to co-operate with the committee 
and teachers to promote the highest welfare of the children 
wunder their care.
